thought to be the Mexican rebel killed 
at San Ysabel.

It was Colonel 


Dodd's command that made the at- 
tack, after a fifty-five mile dash, and 
they followed the fleeing Villa army 
for ten miles into the mountains until 
they dispersed in\to small bands. 


According to General Pershing Villa 


is suffering from a severe wound in 
the leg and was not in the fight. 
His 


whereabouts is not known, but an ac- 
tive pursuit is being taken up.

Some people think of course 
that he meant and hoped that Com- 
missioner Erickson would remain with 
the commission indefinitely and give 
the commission the advantage of his 
experience and knowledge. Briefs and 
arguments in the matter will be sub- 
mitted soon. But the commission will 
proceed with an analysis of the testi- 
mony at once. 


During the 
closing hours of 
the 
hearing Tratfic Manager Eyrnan of the 
iNOrttnvestern was ou the stand, tin 
admitted that the classified rates in 
Wisconsin had been practically demol- 
ished. He also said that it would bo 
necessary for the commission to take 
into consideration 
the 
relationship 


between the state and interstate rates. 
This has been from the beginning the 
principal contention of Mr. Tittemore. 
The exhibits submitted by the rail- 
roads in this case are possibly the 
exhibits submitted before the inter- 
state commerce commission in the so- 
called western 
advance rate case. 
Commodity rate men were of the opin- 
ion that commodity rates on raw ma- 
terial of the state, coupled with the 
manufactured products out are high 
rather than low. At the first hearing 
Tittemore said that many of the com- 
modity rates were too high. 


From the tenor of the questions of

According to the story told depart- 
ment agents by Herst Von de Goltz,

withdrawn German 
military attache, who furnished mon- 
ey for the work. 


Von der Goltz is quoted as Baying 
that Von Papen had endorsed the Wei- 
land canal proposal after it had been 
decided it would be impossible to lead 
a large expedition into Canada from 
the United States. 
Von der Goltz had sought to enlist 
G_eramns in Baltimore, Hoboken and 
New York, and department agents 
say he declared he was acting with 
the knowledge of Von Papen. 


• Planned ta Invade Canada. 
Von der Goltz came to the United 
States in July, 1914 from 
Mexico, 


where he had been on General Villa's 
staff and reported to Von Papen. The 
.plan to invade Canada, he told depart- 
ment agents, had- been his, not Von 
Paper.'s. After he had obtained Von 
Papons endorsement. Von der Goltz 
said he went to Baltimore .to Induce 
Germans of crews of German mer- 
chant -vessels tied up there, 
to join 
Ai«it«,H*;also-tried"to-'obtam recruits, 
from German sailors at Hoboken and 
New York. After a time Von der 
Goltz said the plan was abandoned. 
The intended point of invasion, offi- 
cials paid, .was "west of the 
Great 
Lakes."

Cites Records to Show That No Set- 


tlement Has Been 
Made 
With 


Gould Company—No Ward 


Funds Transferred. 


Mayor James A. Fathers In the fol- 
lowing signed communication brands 
certain statements with reference to 
the city administration as false and 
cites the city and 
county 
records 
which will prove the facts: 
March 31, 1916. 
Editor, of Gazette, 
Janesville, Wis. 
Dear Sir: 
Two reports have become so per- 
sistent and. seem to 
have been 
so 
widely circulated, that 1 deem It in- 
cumbent upon me to state the facts 
concerning them. First, it is widely 
circulated that the city has paid the 
Gould Constructon Co. on their claim 
arising out of the construction 9f 
the Milwaukee street bridge. This is 
absolutely false. The case is on the 
present calendar in the circuit court, 
and is awaiting trial. No settlement 
has been made nor considered. This 
matter could easily have 
been 
de- 
termined by referring ,to the 
Court 
tiles, or the records in the office of 
the city treasurer. 
It has also been 
persistently reported that $7,000 of 
the lirst ward highway fund has been 
spent in the third, ward. 
On November 1, 1915, when 
we 
adopted the general 
highway fund 
there was $7,768.45 in this first ward 
fund, and today, March 31, liuti, there 
is in this fund $7,422.98. - The money 
has not been spent in the third ward 
or in any other ward other than the 
first. 
We have plans for first ward 
work that will absorb - this 
entire 
fund, and for that reason it has been 
conserved. It will be spent for the 
matters for which it was appropri- 
ated. There has been just 
$335.55 
taken from this fund since Nov. 1st, 
1915. 
This first ward fund will be employ- 
ed in the completion of the Pleasant 
street sewer, which drains the Pine 
street water basin. 
This 
piece of 
work will require about $4,OUO and is 
absolutely guaranteed for the present 
season.. It will also be spent in the 
construction of the Magnolia avenue 
sewer and for the River street sewer, 
from West Bluff street .to Wall, street. 
The Magnolia avenue project will cost 
about $2,000, while 'the River street 
sewer will cost about $400, so' it is 
plain that this ward fund will be 
spent only for the matters for which 
it was appropriated. The material for 
the River street work is now on the 
job. 


In addition to this there is other 
First ward work planned which will 
call for an 
appropriation 
of much 
more than this ward fund. It might 
also be well to add that North .Tack- 
son street was not repaired out of the 
general highway fund, as 
reported, 
but was paid for from the First ward 
fund and was oiled at the expense of 
the property-owners. Not one cent 
has been paid to the Gould Construc- 
tion company on their claims, nor on 
the Suteu patent claims, and not one 
cent from the First ward fund 
has 
been spent in the Third ward, or any 
other ward, unless it might be that a 
few dollars has been spent in the fifth 
ward: it would in any event be but a 
small sum 
and the records would 
show just bow much If they were in- 
vestigated. 
There is no 
excuse or 
justification 
for 
the circulation of 
such reports, when the truth is an 
open book to all. No one will suffer 
in any way by 
the change in the 
method of our handling: our highway 
funds, but rather will equal justice be 
more nearly approached. City work

OI* a city bas»s ^ it 
should be, and in this connection 11 
might also be well to say that in the 
opinion of the city attorney, we must 
collect a general highway fund, and 
that ward funds which break the uni- 
formity of the tax rate are illegal. 
In conclusion I will say that we are 
always glad . to disc-uss city affairs 
with any citizen and we are alwavs 
willing to show the absolute records 
to anyone who desires to see them.

That any pleasure bather should

The un- 
dcnviiter side stroke can be swum 
ivKh head raised and arms always sub- 
merged, yet it requires fax less effort 
and yields greater speed. 


As to the efficiency of the breast 


stroke iu life saving, it need only be 
mentioned that the modern types allow 
one to reach the person in danger a 
pood deal quicker and that the safeat 
and best way of carrying the rescued 
ashore is to seize them from behind 
and sw'.ci on the back. 


Bavin;: thus disposed of the ouco 


classic stroke, we rony take up the sub- 
ject of teaching the principles of nata- 
tion through the elementary crawl, 
which can be strongly recommend- 
ed for the great majority of begin- 
ners. 


TIip method is simplicity Itself and 


lir.s the advantage of being available 
'o those who are not in position to 
secure the guidance of a coach. While 
it is advisable, when possible, to learn 
to swim under a competent mentor, 
for it is difficult for the novice to tell i 
^'better he Is following correctly the 
fifpii rules, there is nothing to prevent 
•'»r one from "gaining moderate pro- 
ii''ieney through self instruction by 
means of the elementary crawl. Hero 
I? how to go about it: 


Stand first on land, bent forward 


from the waist so that the upper body 
!s almost horizontal, approximately on 
.he swimming plane. 
Then proceed 
'n rotate the arms alternately and con- 
tinuously. Each starts 1 rom alongside 
and moves back and up. passing over 
"•->» hend and driving forward 
and 


cow:i, then grazing the hip and repeat- 
ing the same circuit 
The action of 


'ho arms should so be timed, relatively, 
that when one is raised to its highest 
"hove the head the other is brushing 
the body, fully lowered. 


A very few minutes of this exercise 
wi'.l pive a clear idea of the only move- 
ments to be performed at this stage of 


too much ambition. Take only a few 
strokes at a time, then pause for « 
brief rest and gradually increase the 
number. 


Take note at this period of which 


nrm you nre inclined to use first, 
whether the right or the left, for it 
generally indicates on whai side you 
will swim easiest, and try on and off 
no to.adjust your, breathing that yon 
inhale when this nrm is driving and 
exhale when it Is recovering—!. e.r 
moving forward from hip to above 
head. 


As Boon as you find yourself able to 


travel along comfortably for tea or fif- 
teen yards it is advisable to take a 
short trip into deep water, for this will 
convince you that it is just as easy to 
swim there as where you have foot- 
ing. 


This point gamed, return within your 


depth, discard all support and try to 
swim a few strokes unaided through 
your own efforts. Most beginners suc- 
ceed then and there, but do not be dis- 
couraged if you prove the exception. 
Some individuals lack natural buoy- 
ancy and need longer schooling. 


At all events, after a few attempts 


at swimming unsupported, whether 
successful or not, resume the water 
wings and start studying the leg ac- 
tion. 


It need be explained here that, al- 


though the legs have not so far been 
knowingly used, they have not been 
totally Idle. The muscular system of 
man is so Inseparably correlated that if 
the legs are held without tension while 
swimming tie elementary crawl they 
will follow Instinctively the heavy al- 
ternate swing of the arms, each beat- 
ing gently downward as the opposite 
arm drives, thus laying the foundation 
for a correctly timed trudgeon or crawl 
kick. 


In bringing the legs into play volun- 


tarily, therefore, it is only necessary to 
emphasize tlie movements unwittingly 
developed, having care, however, not 
to briug up the thighs, but merely to 
thrtsh the feet up and down alternate- 
ly, bending the knees a little and 
keeping the feet under water, the 
heels at most appearing over the sur- 
face. 


Once the arms and legs are working 


in harmony the floating device may be 
abandoned 
altogether, and the next 


step is to improve the acquired move- 
ments, learn, how to breathe and 
then graduate to one of the modern 
advanced strokes. 
Of these things, 


however, we will speak in future » 
ticlea.

DISORDERS IN GERMANY 


ON FAVORITISM EXHIBITED 


IN FOOD DISTRIBUTION 


[Sl'KCIAL TO TUB U 


Rotterdam, March 31—Favoritism in 
the distribution of foodstuffs 
is de- 
clared on German authority to have 
had more to do with recent disorders 
in the Fatherland than any 
actual 
shortage. The accusation is not made 
alone by radical publications like Vor- 
waerts. The Kreuzzeitung, of the mil- 
itary press, discussing the situation at 
Dresden, relates the following: 
"It appears that the market authori- 
ties in that town have lor months past 
been doing a thriving trade in covner- 
ing vegetables and cereals which were 
intended by the municipality 
to be 
distributed at a nominal charge among 
'the poor. Before long, proof was forth- 
coming that the names of customs and 
town hall officials, wholesale business 
firms and first-class boarding houses, 
were carefully noted iu the market au- 
thorities' books. These favored cus- 
tomers were supplied secretly with 
all the articles they needed at prices 
only slightly in excess of those fixed 
as payable b/ the poor. 
"The consequence was 
that on 
scores. of occasions hundrsds of poor 
women, after standing for hours in. 
front of the market stalls, pushing 
and trampling one another and tear- 
ing one another 
clothes 
off their 
backs, in their struggles to obtain the 
desired food, were sent away either 
empty-handed or given a paltry half 
pound of peas or beans, while well- 
paid officials or rich merchants were 
supplied with 20 pounds at a time, 
delivered free at their houses."

McYamnoy and Olschewski are pro-, 
f.essicnal acrobats known ns the Fly- 
ins Martins, and Nolan ir, their stage ' 
mechanic. They had been appearing 
abroad and the Arabic was the only 
steamer on which they could return 
to thin country to take up engage- 
ments that had been contracted for. 
Sighted Submarine Night Before. 
"Before we sailed everybody 
was 
'kidding' us about the submarines and 
telling us we 
would be 
torpedoed,'1 


said McTamney. 
"They didn't, scare 
us, but we- were prepared for anything 
that might I'.apper. and on the lookout 
constantly. The nii-'ht before we wore 
torpedoed we sighted the submarine 
on the horizon and the Arabic pro- 
ceeded on its course, only zig-zagglng. 
"In the morning we sighted a ship 


in distress some- distance away. 
It 
was a mule freighter, the Dtmsley, and 
the captain of the Arabic headed ill- 


: rectly for it, although we could seo 
its crew through our glasses making 
away in their small boats far away on 
the horizon. Why the captain of the 
Arabic should have proceeded direct-; 
ly to this sinking ship I do not. know.. 
for the submarine was lying in wait 
just behind it. The mule freighter had j 
been shelled, not torpedoed, and sank | 
slowly. 


Escaped In Last Bo^t, 
""Wo were at the ra.il looking toward 
this ship and we saw a white streak 
coining toward us in the water.

Fooling .the Farmer. 
To the Editor: 
Some way of getting easier, loans 
for the farmer has long been' consid- 
ered-a problem worth solving, flloney 
at a-reasonable rate for long periods 
of time would enable him to get tim- 
bered land under cultivation- or put 
in improvements that would help- pay 
for themselves, and thus be of .benefit 
to the community in general. Because 
it affects the general welfare it has 
been suggested in many parts of' the 
country that state trust funds, usual- 
ly invested in 
approved bonds and 
other securities, should be loaned to 
the farmer. 


There is on the statute book of Wis- 
consin—though few 
farmers 
know 


about it—a law providing for just such 
use of 
the trust funds. 
This law, 
known as Section 258 m, provides for 
the loaning of-these funds on agricul- 
tural lands for twenty years periods, 
or shorter time if the farmer desires 
at five per cent, Jt provides also for 
a superintendent of farm loans whose 


i oilice shall be in the capitol. 


I 
In the capitol there is no such offi- 
cial; and the farmer would look for 
him m vain. The. reason is that there 
is no money to loan. 
•

Why is there 
no money to loan? 
The reason is that Mr. La Follette di- 
verted $1,186,396 out of the trust fund 
mto the genej-al fund and then used 
it up 
in 
carrying out his political 
scheme of "no state taxes." The trust 
funds are the investment funds of the 
common schools, .the university and 
the normal schools, 
which the law 
provides may-be Invested in munici- 
pal bonds, in the bonds of the United 
States, Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, etc. Burlng the- Civil- war 
money from this' source was use'd for 
federal purposes' and-was thus owing 
to 
Wisconsin. 
When -the -' United 
States paid 
back $1,188,396 during 
Mr. La Follette's regime he kept it ill 
the general fund where it could be 
used instead of putting it back where 
it belonged. 
Thus the present avail- 
able amount is no more than is neces- 
sary to meet the calls for loans to 
school.districts 'in the 'state for erect- 
ing new school- houses—a thing that 
has t'o'be tended to" first. • But if that 
other amount were there it would" be 
enough to make Jl.OOO loans to over 
eighteen hundred farmers who need 
it in the- northern part of our state. . 
Governor Philipp,:-thinking money 
ought to be put where it belonged, 
signed a bill for raising taxes to pay 


! it back gradually at the rate of $100,- 
000 a year. His administration, and 
that of many governors to come will 
tfo burdened with this extra obllga- 


j tion.. Mr. La.Follette will be an old 
man seventy-two, years of age by the 


i time other governors have succeeded 


In paying off the debts of his admin- 
istration. 


When we consider 'that Mr. La Fol- 
lette's candidate, Mr. Blame, came 
out on a 
platform favoring "rural 
credits"—-knowing al-f the time-about 
this law and the reason the fund is 
short—it is to laugh.

A survey of the county showed what 
was already well known, 'that this 
past season was a hard one. so hard 
that the average labor income of these 
thirty-five farm? in the contest was 
'$24n.20. or as Mr. Otis of the farm 
management, bureau expressed it. the 
..farmers had paid 5249.20 for the ex- 


ercise they had received on Ihcir farms 
during the past year. 
However, the 
best four farms in the county averaged 
an income of $1,034.86, which was not
